The other ilispattch was from Stand- 
ing Bock Afrenc}', S. Dak., and stated 
that the Indian police started out yo.s- 
terday morning to arrest Sitting 'Bull, 
having learned that he proposea start- 
ing for the Bad Lands at once. The 
police were followed by a troop oi 
cavalry nnder Cant Fouebet, ana in- 
fantry under CTum. When the 
police reached Sitting Bnll's caini) '>n 
the Orand tiTer, about forty miles mm 
Standing Rook, fhey found arranse> 
ments being maae for departnre. The 
cavabr had not yet reached the cani:i 
when the police arrested Bull and sta t- 
ed back withUm. His fbllowers ralliu I 
to his rescue and tried to retake him. 

In the fight that ensued Sitting Eull 
is raid to have been killed. One of the 
police rode back to the cavalry aud 
infantry, and after telling them tc 
hurry np tu the support of the p(diee, 
liiirned on to the apeniy with the news 
of the battle. No later parMculars have 
been received, Imt the death of bitting 
Bull and of at Ifrist tive of the Indian 
police geutns undoubtedly true. 

W lien the Indian poUoe, who nnm- 
l)ered alxiiit twi-nty ihen, reached Sit- 
tii-K I'nlls villa{je, they fo.ind the Siou.x 
idl rea ly to depart for the i-oiithwest, 
and instant action was u( c.-^8ary to pre- 
vent this movement. 'Ihi- jiolice nt 
once made a rnsh for Si;tin»{ i.ull, sur 
ro mded him and, telling him he was a 
prisoner, started at once on the trail fui 
tiie iigencv. 

The old chief made no attempt at re- 
ri.-*tjince, but hardly had hiii cap uro 
bit-n uiiKle, wlien hia son bta led a party 
of Bull B followers and utteiiiiiteil lo re 
capture their chit-f. A desi)erate run- 
ning fight ensued, ami tho police were 
get! in the worst of it. In the skirmish 
Bitting liu 1 attempted to get away 
from n 8 captors imd to join the attack- 
in party of his friends. He fought 
willly. and wa^« killed with several of 
lii.s fiillowTrt. Seven of the Ind''<ui 
police al-o tell iliijid. aud the who'» 
band would probably have been mas- 
sacred had It not been for tbetimdy ar- 
rival ' f tlie cavjdry.

The report of the Committee on Muni- 
cipalities is now being considered by the 
Oonstitutional convention. There are 
nineteen sections. It proposes to place 
tbe cities of the state in five classes. The 
first class cities shall have a population of 
not les^ than 100,000; the seond cIibf, 
from 30,000 to 100,000; the third, 10,000 
to 80,000; the fourth, 8,00i) to 10,000 ; the 
fifth, those o' les-) than 3,000. 

The authorities of no city are allowed 
to assess taxes upon property to the 
amount ot more than 1^ per cent. o( the 
taxable property of sucu town. 

It shall l>9 necessary for two'thirds of 
tbe qualified voters of a place to vote for 
any indebtedness greater than tbe whole 
yearly Income of tbo tose* of the dtj or 

town. 

It provides that all municipal ofBcers 

shall be elected by the people, aud no 
term of office shall be for a longer period 
than four years, and none shall bo eligi- 
ble for re-elecii'Ui. 

No election of otlicera f>)r towns and 
citiee shall be held on the day of a State 
or county election, and all city elections 
shall be held un ihesatne day throuKhou' 
tbe State. 

No manlclpality Nliall br< permitted to 
grant any franchise or privilege for a 
longer period than 20 years. 

As usual, many delegates have amend- 
ments to the above, embracing their in- 
dividual opinions, aud tbe diseOMlon 
promises to be long drawn out.
